No Clue Yet t ty 
On Lost Plane 


No clue as to the fate of a small 
American light plane, missing more 
than 72 hours in the wilderness of 
Northwestern Alberta, has yet been 
uncovered by the giant aerial 
search now in its second day. 

An area of about 125,000 square 
miles is being combed in the 
Grande Prairie area | 

A total of nine military and Ed- 
monton Flying Club planes have 
been engaged in the quest for the 
lost plane. 

Object of the search fs a tiny 
light plane, a Cessna 140, which 
left Edmonton for Grande Prairie 
en route to Fairbanks, Alaska, about | 
113 p.m, Saturday, and has not 
been seen or heard from since. 


EXPERIENCED PILOT 


The missing craft was piloted | 
by V. B, Murray of Washington | 
DC, an experienced pilot with 


more than 1,000 flying hours in his 
log book. 

Today a 10th plane joined in the) 
sweeping search for the missing 
pilot, A total of nine military and 
Edmonton Flying Club planes have 
been engaged in the quest for the 
lost plane. 

Latest one to assist is a small 
plane owned by a Grande Prairie} 
civilian filler identified only as 
Jacques, RCAF officials said today, 

The search, organized Sunday, 
started in the early hours of Mon 
day, as soon as a low-lying fog 
cleared the Edmonton airport, | 

In all, approximately 30 hours 
of flying time were logged by 
search alreraft Monday afternoon, 

In one RCAF search plane, a 
Canso amphibian, a detail of par- | 
achute rescue troops stood by to | 
bring aid to the missing pilot if he | 
should be found in country ta 
which it would be impossible to 
make a landing. 

The RCAF area of search includ-| 
ed a 125,000 square mile triangle 
from Whitecourt to Peace River to 
Grande Prairie.

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Oil Policy That Produces — 


The attacks that continue to be 
levelled at the oil policy of the Manning 
government are not in accord with the 
facts. 

The first criticism is that Alberta's 
oil policy gives too much profit to the 
operators and too little to the people of 
the province. 

The fact is that the Alberta royalty 
of 12'% per cent of the gross is equal to 
60 per cent of the net because the opera- 
tors bear all the cost of exploration, 
transportation and processing. 

Thus the people of Alberta make a 
clear dollar for every dollar earned by 
the oil companies. 

At the moment more than 60 differ- 
ent companies are prospecting for oil in 
100 different Alberta areas. More than 
$1,000,000 per month is being spent by 


them on this task. 
Up to the present, more has been 


spent by the private operators in the 
search for and production of oil than has 
been received from the sale of the oil

In 1935 there were 84 wells produc- 
ing gas, Today there are 235. 

The first thing that is required of an 
oil policy is to produce the oil and put it 
to use at a fair profit to the public.

But this is the end! Without 
hide or hair left to protect its 
tortured sensibilities, the Express 
has received the pride-searing 
blast from Paris: Cripps’ an- 
nouncement of the Angio-Ameri- 
Committee. 

Fortunately the Express can 
still find its voice, Under the 
heading, “Humiliation” it weeps: 

“So now this old country of 
ours which taught the world se 
much, which still leads the world 
in inventive capacity and ingenu- 
ity, which stood alone against 
the world in 1940, is to be taught 
the “know how” of industry by 
America.” 

Who can resist responding to 
that heart anguish with a shout 
“Bravo!” 

It is easy to find amongst the 
paper's 4,000,000 readers hordes 
who have joined sentiments with 
the editor in his sporadic cru- 
sades against America’s financial 
help, But the one non public man 
who has been guided to protest 
against its acceptance 1s hidden 
away with the proverbial hen’s 
tooth and dead elephant 

But this latest cry mixes more 
practical sense with s¢ ntimental- 
ity. 
True, no one denies the value 
of exchanging ideas, knowledge 
and even methods 

No one in Britain believes that 
all British industry is up to date, 
or that all managements are ef- 
ficient, On the contrary, the un- 
satisfactory condition of many 
big industries is the ch'ef worry 
of everyone who thinks about the 
country’s future 


But it is one thing to want im- 
provement and quite enother to 
admit that the country cannot 


provide from its own resources of 
brains and experience, the ability 
to put things right 

Sir Stafford Cripps knows ihat 
there are no grounds for such an 
admission, He has been around 
like the rest of us who are in- 
terested in the matter 

The fact is the newer industries 
in Britain are up to date and ef-

It delights the eye to see the 
rhythm of the plants they are 
made in, 

Amongst the older industries, 
on the other hand, there are fae- 
tories which are depressing spec. 
tacles with depressing records, 
But jt is difficult to find any line 
of industry in which there are 
not some plants that are abreast 
or ahead of the times, 

The trouble does not lie in lack 
of knowledge. It lies in the be- 
tween-war economic conditions 
and the war-time handicaps which 
made it impossible or unattrac- 
tive for industries to re-build and 
re-equip. . 

Cripps knows all that. He must 
also know that the wholesale im- 
portation of American production 
men to give advice is fraught with 
a variety of dangers, 

For one thing, it takes a long 
time to teach an American that 
all American ideas are not prac 
ticable in this country, and why. 

That lesson was learned during 
the war. 

Scores of these men will hurry 
home and say that the Old Coun- 
try is hopelessly wedded to their 
old fashioned ideas, Anything the 
new world can't understand about 
the old is always put cown to @ 
stick-in-the-mud mind, 

Hear them condemn the Eng- 
lish because they don't attempt 
to put central heating in houses 
that mostly are totally unsuitable 
for such equipping, 

An adviser needs to become an 
expert on Britain before he can 
give much useful expert advice. 

Cripps knows this too, Why 
then does he go all out for the 
importation of American produc 
tion experts to teach the ingens 
ious British their trade’ 

The inside story is this: Mr. 
Paul Hoffman whispered an une 
sweet something in his ear, He 
told him that there ts a deep- 
seated American prejudice to the 
effect that British production 
men are out of date and don't 
want to learn anything new. 
Therefore Americans will listen
